Lurid Light on Corporation Work in 


Politics. 


lion. George Fred WJlliams made a 


strong and unanswerable speech »t -Marl- 
boro last night exposing the lobby by 
which the republican legislature is ruled. 


In the course of a lengthy exposition of 


the republican lobby he iiaid: 


"I want tonight to give you soino slight 


idea, if I can, of the methods by which 
that organlz.'itlon known as the lobby 
operates upon legislation. 


"If you will read the record of the West 


End investigation, and study the charac- 
ter and whereabouts of the persons who 
were exposed In that investigation as lob- 
byists, you will fl.nd that there is a curi- 
ous gnosraphlcal division In their field of 
operations. Their residences cover dif- 
ferent districts throughout the state, from 
tlie cape to Berkshire, ant! almost all of 
them are active, industrious politicians of 
the dominant party. 


"Politics is their business, and their 


power lies not only In tlmt fact, but in 
the fact that tlinir occupation is continu- 
ous and not npasnio.llc, as Is th'o casa with 
ordinary politicians. 


We who are industrious lawyers or busi- 


ness men, who take up our duty merely 
during a campaign, are not many of us 
fully awaro of what insidious influences 
have.been In operation before our work 
begins. Far less do the people thnmselves 
who cast their votes know how !.hey havo 
been, by secred methods, duped and mis- 
led, anil indeed, made the efficient Instru- 
ments of their own injury.

By such reasoning Mr. Williams demon- 


strated that the republican 
legislature It 


actuallly controlled by the corporations. 
He also showed that the democratic party 
has set out to overthrow the lobby and 
the corporations which It represents as 
well as to wrest the legislature from such 
evil influences.

I gave to tho public, a few days ago, a 


Hat of thn legislative attorneys anil agents 
who were employed by the American Bell 
Telephone company, to secure the passage 
of a bill raising tho capital of that com- 
pany from 520,000,000 to 550,000.000. 


There were three spech'S of expenditure 


into which tho money paid out by that 
corporation may be divided. 
We find that 


of the 850,000 expended by that corpora- 
tion in the legislature of 1894,529,000 went 
:o the legislative attorneys, SU500 to legls- 
ative agents, $13,000 to 21 newspapers, 
ind a small amount to a stenographer. 
This division is made upon the face of the 
returns. 


But It Is apparent that of the four attor- 


neys only two could possibly perform any 
egkimate function as attorneys, and that 
.lie division between attorneys and agents 
ihould rather be. $15,000 to attorneys and 
820,500 for what are known as members 


f the lobby. The mere fact that a gon- 
leman doing legislative work'happens to 
be a member of the bar, does not change 
he economic character of his service. 


In approaching the subject of lobby in- 


luence, as it appears in the list of the 
3ell telephone company's agents, I find 
myself among old acquaintances. 


Three of the gentlemen named as log- 


slative agents, to wit, Mr. Lfuld, Mr. 
yernalcl and Mr. Tarr, appeared In tho 
pVest End investigation as lobbyists em- 
iloyed by that railway company to se- 
nro tho passage of it! elevated railway 
ill. 
Mr. Fcrron, a representative in .the 


general court that year, and a member 
)f the committee on street railways, after 
his legislative service graduated into the 
anks of tho lobby. 


Mr. Kobt-rt A. Soutlnvorth, who ap- 


jears to have been .paid S8500 by the 
American Bell Telephone company, was. 
iamed in the West End investigation as 
ne of the leading lobbyists, and Mr. J. 


Otis Wardwell, who received $7509, was 
Imirman of the committee .appointed to 
nvestigtite tho methods of the street rall- 
•ay company. I believe he has been 
rinclpally occupied witb legislative busi- 
ess since lia left the service of the 
peo-

republican machine.

the legislative will.

record of tho court. ICow, that tho record 
Is in Paris, a careful examination of the 
document has been anade, and already 
then; have been developed some points 
ttiat in the end may form the basis of a 
demand for, the. release of the prisoner. 


. In at least two points It has been found 
that the proceedings of the court-martial 
were in violation of the French law, andj 
It such a caso 'arose In the United States 
,this would bo'sufficient ground for the 
sotting aside of the proceedings and tho 
sentence and .the release of Waller. In 
the iirst place the court was composed of 
| live officers, whereas the French, military 
regulations are said to require at least 
seven persons to sit on the court. 


But more Important than this, it lias 


been discovered that Waller was not really 
tried as charged, but that as the trial pro- 
gressed evldenco was taken on another 
charge not included in the original mat- 
ter, and that It was upon what might bo' 
called a • supplementary but 
irregular 


charge that Waller was convicted. 


.Aside from the other points in the case, 


this matter of irregularity of the proceed- 
ings may in tho end go far to inako up the 
cause of our government as presented 
through Ambassador Eustis. 


To J?Jcad Tor HIT Hinbanil. 


Mrs. Waller, her three daughters and 


son ?.re on their way to Washington to en- 
deavor to persuade the government to take 
action toward securing her husband's re- 
lease. 


Mrs. Waller has said she had several in- 


terviews at Marseilles with the representa- 
tive of the United States government, but 
obtained little satisfaction. She left Mada- 
gascar Sept. 22, and (since Oct. 3 has been 
in ignorance of-her husband's fato until 
pilots boarded the ship Wednesday. Mi's. 
Waller talked freely in New York of her 
husband's case. She said: 
. "First of all, I am told that Minister 
Enstis has been criticised by those who 
sympathize with my husband, and I want 
to correct any false impression that may 
hove obtained. Mr. Eustis treated us and 
is treating my husband with the utmost 
consideration and tenderness. He exerted 
every possible influence for our assistance 
and, benefit. 
_ 


• "I do not think my husbo nd will live n 
year in the French prisons, for he was sick 
a whole year before his arrest on March 25 
last. Ho had fever, contracted at lama- 
tare, and is now quite feeble in health, 
though only 17 years old. He has only an 
hour or so of exorcise each day, in charge 
of a keeper of the prison, which is seven 
hours by rail from Paris, in the north of 
France.

wood. Thoro aro features in this building 
that suggest that it had ueeu rebuilt, or a 
least restored, shortly lieforo tho eruption 
Many of tho houses of Pompoii were, in 
all probability, moro or less damaged b} 
the great earthquake of A. D. 63, and it i. 
clear that some of tiiem wore in process o 
restoration on Aug. 21, A. D. 7U, when 
the town was finally overthrown. 


Venetian Blonds. 


Naturally in Italy ono expects to flu 


nearly every one of dark complexion, ant 
it is a surprise to ,be. told-by a writer iu 
Good Housekeeping that in Venice ono 
eecB perfect blonds. However, dark hair 
and eyc.-i aro the rule and tho blonds tho ex- 
ception. Among tho common people thi 
women all wear shawls. Those shawls aro 
large, squaro and fringed. Theso aro foldL. 
to mako'threo corners, and when worn the 
middle corner almost touches the ground. 
On tho hottest day in summer the Vene- 
tian woman envelops herself in this shawl. 
These women' either go bareheaded or wear 
a bright handkorchiof. 
On Sundays and 


gain days they wear a black lace scarf, 
which they arrange with a grace that a 
foreigner raruly acquires. But no matter 
how they aro dressed or where they go to 
the fan is an inseparable companion. It is 


. droll enough to see a woman going to mar- 


ket with a basket on her arm and an onon 
fan in her hand. But tho fan takes tho 
place of a sunshade and she uses it now to 
shield her eyes from tho sun and now to 
protect hor head and neck. In her hands 
it Is'ii most useful "article. Venice, as ev- 
ery one knows, produces tho most beauti- 
ful glass in tho world, but glass is not its 
only product.' Tho most beautiful silks 
and laces are also made here. This is also 
a great market for bronzes and cameos. 


How Woodfl May Ee Colored. 


Among tho ingenious methods resorted 


- to for tho ornamental coloration of woods 
of different kinds. 
Tbo Now York Sun 


notes tho successful treatment by which a 
beautiful yellow brown is imported to flr 
and oak and to maple a rod brown. If 
tho wood la treated with u 1 per cent 
aqueous barium chloride solution, tho first 
nam'od becomes brown and the latter a 
(lark brown." Again, if "calcium chloride 
bo used instead of barium chloride, tho flr 
becomes brown, tho oak rod brown, aud 
tho maple a dark brown; or, if a 2 per 
coot ftquoous solution of magnesium sul- 
phate bo used, tho flr and oak become dark 
browu and tho rna'silo u dark violet brown. 
It is further stated that alum and 'alu- 
minium sulphate will produce on tho flr a 
high red and on the oak and maplea blood 
red, while chrome nlum .imparts to-maplo 
and flr a reddish brown and to oak a ha- 
raua brown. A beautiful dark violet 
brown is also given to fir and maplo by 
manganese sulphate. 


"Feodlnc" Glove Skins. 


After ths preliminary processes of dross- 


ing skins for kid gloves they require 
"feeding" to render them softand plump. 
It is a remarkable fact that nothing hut 
the yolks of fresh eggs can do this. Mil- 
lions of yolks ore. annually used for this 
purpose in the various manufactories pro- 
ducing gloves.- Boxes suspended upon, 
pivots and ruado to revolve rapidly receivo''- 
tho skius and yolks; by the rapid rotatory 
movement tho skius aro thrown from sldo 
to side, and tho rich orange egg yolks ;tro 
beaten into them and absorbed, leaving in 
tho churnllko receptacles merely a- thin, 
watery lookinglluid. "Feeding" is a vft-y 
expensive process, yet, it is necessary noih 
for tanned skins antifor those which ore 
to bo dyed.

1st of the legislative attorneys anil agents 
who were employed by tho American Bull 
Telephone company, to secure the nassago 
of a bill ralsinc the capital of that com- 
pany from 820,000,000 to S50',000,000. 


There were three species of expenditure 


into which the money paid out by that 
corporation may be divided. 
We find that 


of the $30,000 expended by that corpora-- 
tion in the legislature of l"S94,S29,000 went 
to the legislative attorneys, SUMO to legis- 
lative agents, 813.000 to 21 newspapers, 
and a small amount to a stenographer. 
This division is made upon the face of the 
returns. 


But it is apparent that of the four attor- 


neys only two could possibly perform any 
legitimate function as attorneys, and that 
the division between attorneys and agents 
should rather be 815,000 to attorneys and 
820,000 for what are known as members .- 
of tlie lobby. The mure fact that a gen- 
tleman doing legislative work happens ' to 
be a member of the bar, doss not change 
the economic characterof his service. 


In approaching the subject of lobby in- 


fluence, as it appears In the list of the 
Bell telephone company's agents, I find 
myself among old acquaintances. 


Three of the gentlemen named as leg- 


islative agents, to wit, Mr. Ladd, Mr. 
Fernald and Mr. Tarr, appearod in the 
West End investigation as lobbyists em- 
ployed by that railway company to se- 
cure the passage of its elevated railway 
bill. 


Mr. Ferren, a representative in the 


general court that year, and a member 
of the committee on street railways, after 
his legislative service graduated into the 
ranks of the lobby. 


Mr. Kobnrt A. Sonthworth, who ap- 


pears to have been paid S6500 by the 
American Bell Telephone company, was 
named in the West End investigation as 
one of the leading lobbyists, and Mr. J. 
Otis Wardwell, who received S7500, was 
chairman of the committee appointed to 
investigate the methods of the street rail- 
way company. I believe he has been 
principally occupied with legislative busi- 
ness since he left the service of the peo- 
ple. 


Mr. Wardwell and Mr. Southworth wera 


formerly secretaries of 
the republican 


state committee, and it will be remem- 
bered that In tho \Vest End investigation 
the chairman of the republican state com- 
mittee and the chairman of the executive 
committee of the state committee both ap- 
peared as paid agents of the West End 
Street Eailway company; one of them re- 
ceived the sum of 810,000 for his services. 


For years It has been the practice for 


political parties to accept contributions, 
sometimes in very large amounts, from 
persons and corporations which aro well 
known to be interested in securing or pre- 
venting legislation. 


The railroads,street railway companies, 


u s and electric light and other companies 
ire generally liberal contributors to cam- 
paign funds, and particularly to the re- 
jublican campaign fund. 


I may suggest in passing that the demo- 


cratic party at the present time occupies 
a splendid vantage ground in asserting the 
iglits of tlio people as against corporate 
)ower. -By the adoption of its platform 
at Worcester it hr.s cut Itself off ab?olu:e- 
y from contributions from the corrupting 
sourdas and stands now free-handed to 
ight for the popular rights. 


That the railroad corporations in tins 


state are in politics every politician knows. 
.n devious ways they throw their power- 
"ul corporate influence in favor of or 
against particular candidates and it is not 
necessary to say that their hold upon the 
republican organization, through 
their 


wealth and political influence, is so power- 
ul that their appearance in the people's 
egisla'ture to secure or oppose legislation 
practically commands tlie support of the 
epublican machine.

Waller talked freely in New York of her 
husband's case. She said: 


"First of all, I am told that Minister

to Great Britain, especially in an enuncia- 
tion in a mild form of tho Monroe doc- 
trine, it is assumed here that tho only 
purpose of tlulaying a renpoiibe, which the 
terms of tho letter indicated would be 
gratefully received, if sent promptly, Is to 
afford the 
British government an op- 


portunity to consult somo o* tho other 
great European powers upon this subject. 
Most of thcde powers are concerned in tho 
fortunes of American states, some directly, 
as France and 
Spain, through their 


colonial possessions, and others through 
heavy investments of tliolr citizens In se- 
curities aud concessions. 


The doctrine laid down, by Secretary 


Olney, if carried to its logical conclusion, 
probably would stop any interference by 
furco on tho part of a European fcowtsr in 
the affairs of an American republic, and, 
also, as In the case of Venezuela, which 
•may ilnd a parallel in tho case of tha 
boundary dispute between Franco and 
Brazil, prevent any of these European 
nations from extending their colonial pos- 
session in this hemisphere.

TURKISH PEACE BUT OF TK3I- 


PORAKY DURATION 


As Mussulmans are Exasperated at 


• Affairs. 


COSSTANTIMOPLE, Oct. 18.—An imperial 


irade has been issued 
approving, the 


scheme for the reform of the Turkish ad- 
ministration in Armenia, drawn by tho 
British, French and Russian embassies in 
conjunction with the porte. 


Tho newspapers here- publish the fol- 


lowing official communication: 


"His majesty, the sultan, whose con- 


stant desire has always been to carry out 
reforms adapted to circumstances and cal- 
culated to sccuru.thc well-being of his sub- 
jects, decided that reforms shall bo intro- 
duced in all the provinces of the empire, 
and, first of all. In the province, of Ana- 
tolia. These reforms will meet the wants 
of the population and the exigencies of 
the situation. 


"All will bo within the limits of exist- 


ing laws and regulations based on the 
BTiitte Humayoun of Gulklianch. They 
will comprise tho increase and reorganiza- 
tion of the gendarmerie aud. police, and 
amelioration of administrative and judicial 
branches of tho service." 


All the papers emphasize tho principle 


of the equality of all subjects, and appeal 
to the sultan to see that no distinctions ore 
made. 


By Way of Iiondon, 


LONEOX, Oct. IS.—The Constantinople 


correspondent of Tho Standard says: Tho 
Turkish papers in announcing the consent 
to the Armenian reforms stated that the 
sultan has decided to introduce reforms 
in all provinces of the empire, beginning 
with Anatolia. The reforms comprise an 
increase and a reorganization of the gen- 
darmerie and of tho police forces, and the 
amelioration of the administrative and ju- 
dicial branches of tho service. 


An editorial in The Times this morning 


siijs: It will probably ba too much to 
expect the extension of the Armenian re- 
forms to other portions of the Turkish 
empire, yet nothing would more power- 
fully consolidate the uultan's real au- 
thority. 


The Dally News (Liberal organ), com- 


monting on tho same subject, presumes 
that tho powers hava accepted a Mussul- 
man, instead of a Christian, high commis- 
sioner. If so, says the Daily Kews, it will 
be a severe disappointment to Armenia's 
best friends. It Is evident that the con- 
cert of the powers has been more apparent 
than real. 


The Chronicle's Constantinople cor- 


respondent says: The sultan has so feared 
exasperating Mussulmans by consenting 
to tho raforms that the minister was 
obliged to imploro him to sign the docu- 
ment. I fear that English opinion will be 
greatly disappointed when the terms of 
the reform scheme become known. But 
notihingj better could bo obtained without 
tiiu appearance of the British fleet in tho 
Dardanelles, which would havo involved 
thu instant disruption of tho triple entente 
(butween England, Russia -and Franco), 
and probably a Russian occupation of 
Armenia. 


Sir Philip Currle, therefore, has done 


thu best possible withuut causing a serious 
broach between England and Russia. This 
temporary solution, however, will not save 
tin: sultan from an outbreak of dangerous 
anti-dynastic feeling, of which the sultan 
will probably bo the victim. 


The Chronicle believes that tha British 


fleet will remain at Lemnos, In the^Egean 
sea, 
which is about 60 mllss from the 


mouth of tho Dardanelles, until adequate 
guarantees for tho execution of the Arme- 
nian reforms have been given.

tween the Druses and Mutualia, in which 
men have been killed on both sides.
